Today that limit is very 
nearly reached with a record attendance on 
Wednesday morning, when school opened, of 
394, In 1917 the high school registered 230 

The room used for art classes last year and 
furnished then with movable chairs with 
arms, is to be made into another home room 
for pupils and thirty permanent desks and 
chairs are to be placed in this room 

The registration on Wednesday of the 
various classes was, Seniors, 57; Juniors, 87 
Sophomores, 107; and Freshmen, 143, a total 
of 394. While this year’s Freshman class is a 
big one, it is not so large as last year’s which 
had 152 pupils enrolled. This makes the 
Sophomore class this year much larger than 
last year’s, 107 against 88 in 1931. The 
Junior class last year numbered 61 while the 
Senior class in 1931 was the largest in the 
history of the school, 72. The total registra 
tion last year, however, was 373, twenty-one 
less than this year. A few more may be 
expected in the course of a week or so. In 
1930 the registration was 341. 

Two new teachers have been enrolled, 
Miss Alice Perkins of Dover, N. H. in the 
Science department and Miss Agnes Dugan of

The primary and junior high schools will

Safety Campaign 


The first 14 weeks of the second state-wide 
campaign on the eight principal causes of 
motor vehicle accidents has been attended by 
a 13 per cent reduction in automobile 
fatalities, the Governor's committee on street 
and highway safety reported in a memoran 
dum detailing the progress of the campaign 


| which is being ferwarded to all police chiefs 


in the state 

In the period from June 1 to August 27, 
automobile fatalities this year have reached 
a total of 172 which is 25 less than in the 
corresponding period of the first campaign 
a year ago, the committee bulletin said 

The comparative figures to date show 48 
fatalities in June this year as against 63 in 
June last year, a reduction of 15; 72 fatalities 
in July this year as against 70 last year, an 
increase of two; and 52 fatalities in the period 
of August 1-27 this year as compared to 64 
last year, a reduction of 12. This leaves the 
net reduction for the 14-week at 25, or 13 
percent 

The August showing is considered particu- 
arly encouraging in view of the usually 
prevalent high accident frequency in this 
peak month of the summer vacation season, 
and indicates an excellent chance for the 
state to end the fiscal year on November 30 
with a substantial reduction in fatalities if 
the present record is maintained. 

Two more automobile law violations which 
have been found to be potent accident causes 
have been added to the list which carry the 
penalty of a red ticket and the resulting 
warning, court summons or loss of license 
from the 7,000 police officers of the state 
who are actively engaged each day in the 
campaign. These new violations are failing 
to slow down at intersections and failing to 
slow down on approaching pedestrians. The 
police have been asked to pay particular 
attention to the second of these two viola- 
tions this month, inasmuch as the Governor's 
committee statistics show that while many 
operators already are being tagged for failure 
to slow down at intersections, their failure to 
slow down when nearing pedestrians, par 
ticularly on open roads is one of the chief | 
causes of pedestrian fatalities. 

The new violations will not be watched to 
the exclusion of the others this month, how 
ever, as the idea of the campaign calls for the 
addition of one or two accident causes to the 
list each month until all eight have been 
thoroughly covered by the end of the fiscal 
year on November 30. Therefore, the num 
bers 1, 2 and 3 violations, excessive speed, 
yassing another vehicle when the view ahead 
is obstructed and failing to keep to the right 
will continue to come in for their share of 
attention from the police 

A detailed analysis of the resu ts of the 
campaign in August, including the number of 
drivers tagged and the distribution of the 
violations as noted on the ticket stubs re 
turned to the State House, is being prepared 
and should be ready for publication later 
this week

‘Reading Square Work 
| Finished, Open to Traffic 


(By the Reading Chronicle 

READING—The last bit of cement was 
poured in Reading square and the highway 
| opened throughout to traffic last week ; 
| The work is not complete, however, and it 
is possible that part of the cement will have 
| to be torn up because of an error in surveying 
At a point about 40 feet south of the lower 
end of the Common there is a low spot where 
a state engineer made an error of an inch and 
a half. 

It was planned that the roadway would 
slope toward the catch basin at the point 
of the Common but this low spot holds water. 

It will be necessary either to put a small 
drain at this point and allow the water that 
might collect to seep into the ground or to 
tear up a strip of cement about two feet 
| wide and 40 feet long to run a pipe from this 
point to the catch basin. It is understood that 
it will be impossible to raise the grade now 
that the cement is laid 

The approaches to the new surface are of 
bituminous macadam and have been put in 
by the Board of Public Works 

It has been noticed that the Square is 
much lighter, particularly night when the

Nation Christian Only 
as It Is Understood 


The assumption that the United 
States is a Protestant country ts cor- 
rect only in the sense that the great 
| majority of its inhabitants belong to 
the Protestant religion. The federal 
Constitution does not state that the 
| United States is a Protestant nation, 
or even a Christian nation, Article 
VI says in part that “No religious 
test shall ever be required as a qual- 
| ification to any office or public trust 
under the United States” and the 
First amendment suys in part that 
“congress shall make no laws re 
| specting an establishment of religion 
| or prohibiting the free exercise there- 
of.” In a treaty signed with Tripoll, 
|a Mohammedan country, tn 1796, Ar 
ticle XI begins “As the government 
of the United States of America ts 
not in any sense founded on the 
Christian religion.” However, in a Su 
preme court decision rendered in 
1892, it was declared incidentally by 
Justice Brewer who rendered the de 
| cision, that “This is a Christian na 
tion.” This, It should be remembered, 
was not the point at issue in the suit 
before the court.—Detroit News,

Much Color Blindness 
Found in Middle West 
Complete color blindness may be 
rare, aS sclence says, but the navy has 
discovered that even partial Inability 
to distinguish colors is quite a handi- 
cap to seafaring life. Not long ago a 
ship's commander ran his vessel 
aground because he could not distin- 
guish a red light from a white one. 
Though no great damage was done re- 
sultant Inquiry revealed a real menace 
in color-blind navigation. So the An- 
napolis authorities are now very strict. 
It is interesting that the Naval 
academy finds that most of its color- 
blind applicants come from the Middle 
West. The explanation ts that this 
section of the country, being generally 
flat, is devoid of the marked colorings 
of the East and West and its residents 
have gradually lost their ability to 
distinguish colors. Advent of traffic 
signal lights Is helping overcome na- 
ture’s neutralness In this section to 
some extent, but the fact remains that 
the Middle West is markedly color 
Which reminds us of the case 
of a Washington woman, the wife of 
an air service officer, who, though 
color blind, drives her own car about 


the capital. Her system is unique. 
She knows the location of the red, 


yellow and green lights In the traffic 
signals and ean govern her move 
ments accordingly.—Pathfinder Maga-
